London, Doc. 9.—The daily Tele­ 
graph's correspondent before Port Ar­ 
thur telegraphs that all of the Rus­ 
sian 
battleships and cruiser^, to­ 
gether with the gunboats Glliak and 
Fusadneck, were sunk or destroyed 
and that only the torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers remain intact. 
According to special dispatches 
from Toldo and Shanghai giving un­ 
official reports the crews of all the 
Russian war vessels in the harbor of 
Port Arthur were landed, and ap­ 
parently no effort was made to move 
the vessels. The Japanese will now 
turn their attention to the torpedo 
boat destroyers, and when these have 
been destroyed the guns will be direct­ 
ed against steamers and transports in 
the harbor. 
Mail advices to Japan describing 
the capture of 203-Meter hill state that 
the Japanese drenched the timber 
works of the trenches with kerosene 
and started a furious fire which was 
fanned by a strong gale. The Japa­ 
nese advance was very slow. They 
were obliged to make roads with bags 
of en rth. It was a sudden decision to 
make a night attack that brought vic­ 
tory to the Japanese. Nothing is yet 
officially known as to the extent of the 
Japanese casualties.

Japanese Rapidly Obliterating Russian 
Fleet at Port Arthur. 
Tokio, Dec. 9.—The commander of 
the Japanese naval land batteries in 
front of Port Arthur, reporting on Dec. 
7, says: 
‘ An observation taken today from 
203-Metre hill shows that the turret 
ship Poltava lies sunken as reported 
on Dee. 6. 
‘•The battleship Retvizan seems to 
have sunk, her stern being under 
water. 
“The bombardment today has heav­ 
ily damaged the battleship Pobieda 
which is listing to starboard and show 
iug the westward portion of her hull 
which is painted red.” 
The following report from the com 
mander of the naval land battery In 
front of Port Arthur was received 
later in the day: 
“The battleship Pobieda’s middle 
funnel is seriously damaged. The ves 
sel is listing aft and is submerged to 
the stern walk. 
“The battleship Retvizan is listing 
to starboard and her upper deck is 
nearly submerged. 
“A' 12:30 p. m. it became certain 
that the Peresviet had been sunk. She 
is in the same condition as the Pol 
tava. The Pallada is beginning to list 
to port. We are vigorously bombard 
Ing the Pallada. 
“The armored cruiser Bayan is now 
burning to her fore deck. 
“The battleship Sevastopol appears 
to he lying in the East harbor along 
side the great crane, but only the tops 
of her masts are visible. A hill com 
pletely hides her hull.”

Washington, Dec. 99.—‘The charge 
d’affaires of the Japanese legation 
Thursday informed the secretary of 
state that the invitation of the presi­ 
dent to the second peace conference 
had been communicated to the im­ 
perial government by the United States 
minister in Japan. The charge was in­ 
structed to say that the Japanese gov­ 
ernment cordially sympathized with 
the beneftcient purpose that inspired 
the invitation and that experience has 
shown that there is urgent need for 
inore exact definition and uniform 
practice of international law than now 
eixists. The Japanese 
government, 
he said, docs not find in the fact that 
they are engaged in war any sufficient 
reason why they should not, under the 
present circumstances, take part in the 
proposed conference, provided that the 
conference to be assembled does not 
take or assume to take any action 
relative to or affecting in any way the 
present conflict. Subject to these 
reservations the imperial government, 
he said, gladly accepts the invitation 
and will be at all times prepared to 
exchange view's with the government 
of the United States as to matters to 
be considered by the new conference.

Number of Dead in M ine E xplosion at- 
Burnett, Wash. 
Tacoma. Wash., Dec. 9.—The mining 
town of Burnett, the scene of a fright­ 
ful explosion, W’as visited by hun­ 
dreds of spectators Thursday. An air 
of profound gloom pervaded the little 
town. 
The death list probably will reach 
sixteen. Twelve bodies have already 
been recovered. But little hope is en­ 
tertained for the other four men 
known to have been in the mine. 
Joseph Forsyth, a foreman with the 
working party, is the only one rescued 
alive. 
Gus Strang of the first rescue party 
was overcome by gas, but was saved 
by the second party. 
Coroner Brown says an inquest can­ 
not be held until it is possible to take 
the jury into the mine to the spot 
where the disaster happened. All the 
bodies brought out were badly burned 
about the face and exposed parts of the 
body. The theory is advanced that a 
dust explosion followed the discharge 
of a blast.

Then she 
was led away to the inner office where 
her pedigree was taken and she was 
assigned to a cell. Tie- son and nurse 
entered a carriage and were driven to 
a hotel.

All day long lawyers representing 
her interests had sought in every quar­ 
ter for someone owning real estate in 
Manhattan who would sign her bond 
and the marshal had out of sympathy 
for the woman, kept her in his office 
aftei she should have been removed. 
The endeavors of the lawyers were 
unsuccessful, rendering her imprison­ 
ment necessary. 
To add to her cup of woe, it was 
learned Thursday night that a charge 
of forgery would very likely be made 
against the women in Ohio, based on 
the Carnegie notes and other papers 
given as securities for loans. 
Efforts to get bail will continue Fri­ 
day, although Mrs. Chadwick express­ 
ed the desire Thursday night to go to 
Cleveland as soon as possible.

Man at Head of Movement to 
Start a Colony at Blackduck 
Passed Tliroujjli 


WILL DO BUSINESS IN SPPING 


TRENT WILL MANAGE 


Will Come 
Locate 
He Says the People 
From England to 
on the Land. 
J a b e Hines, a man wearing a cheap 
hand-me-down sweater, an ordinary 
woodman's cap, his hair and beard long 
and unkempt and assuming an air of 
very ordinary ability, certainly does not 
look the part of a man who has under­ 
taken the task of organizing a colony of 
from seven to ten thousand people and 
locating them on land situated near 
Blackduck. 
Hines says that the reports circulated 
that he is a disciple of .John Alexander 
Dowie are not exactly true and that 
John Alexander, old boy, has nothing to 
do with this new enterprise. He admits 
that he is a Zionist, but says that he 
ami all others with whom he is inter­ 
ested do not intend to follow the plan 
of Dowie but have plans of their own. 
He says that the new city is an assur­ 
ed thing now. He has option of some 
22,090 acres of land live miles from 
Blackduck. This land will be settled 
with from six to seven thousand people 
according to Hines and they will be 
brought from England mostly. 
“ Did 
you ever stop to think,’ said Hines, 
“that there are thousands and thou­ 
sands of people in London who would 
be glad to join such a colony; men, 1 
mean, who are out of work. 
The man admitted that lit* was in­ 
structed bv those interested with him 
not to talk much about theatiairsof the 
colony. He did say, however, that they 
would have a real city with industries 
and manufacturing plants, churches, 
schools, etc., etc. He also stated that 
provision would be made for a large 
number to farm the land. 
Convenient 
little homes will be erected on the farms 
and they will all bo equipped with every 
modern convenience. 
Concerning the details for this big un­ 
dertaking Mr. llines would not say 
much. He did say that there will be a 
movement in the spring for this terri­ 
tory and was confident that before the 
summer was over several thousand peo­ 
ple would be living on the land which 
it is intended to purchase. 
The loca­ 
tion of the new colony is at Hines' spur 
which is about 5 miles from Blackduck 
and 15 miles from Bemidji.
